Body of W ater In Central Africa Haa 
Most Curious Effect on Minda 
of Travelers.

Cold and gray are the waters which - 
Lake Tchad spreads over the lowla nd# 
of central Africa. 
The tra ve le r in 
Africa finds the mystery of the da rk 
continent more haunting and unfa th­ 
omable here than In the baffling ma z e s 
of the jutigie or in the silent smile of 
the sphinx. 
Heavy winds toss the 
shallow waters about and whispe r the ir f 
roc refs through the reeds. 
But the ' 
lake makes no answering confide nce s. 
Tt stretches on nnd on, me a suring its 
miles of surfuce in sweeping wa ve j 
lengths. 
As fa r as the eye can see a he a d a re 
the reeds

through the water in tangled masses. 
Here and there the line of the gray ex­ 
panse is broken by slender islands 
bearing up a few round-topped na tive 
huts, outlined dimly against the sky­ 
line.
